Weeds and Flowers 

Last year we announced a service 
which would assist farmers and 
young people in becoming familiar 
with the many kinds of weeds which 
infest farm lands and gardens. 
Specimens may be handed to any 
grain buyer serving any one of the 
elevator companies associated with 
the work of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. The grain buyer will be glad 
to send the plants on to us for 
identification. 

It is very important to secure good 
specimens. The entire plant, includ- 
ing flowers and roots, should be sent, 
unless it happens to be an elm tree 
or a willow! 

Young people or others interested 
in botany are welcome to submit any 
plants they care to. We have built up 
@ good collection of native plants, 
and expect to add many more this 
summer. There is no end of pleasure 
to be found in making and preserv- 
ing plant collections, and young 
people living in the country should 
try it. We are preparing a circular 
dealing with collecting, pressing, 
mounting and labelling specimens, 
copies of which may be secured from 

The Agricultural Department, The 
North; West Line Elevators Associa- 
tion, Winnipeg. 

We are playing host to several 
dangerous perennial] weeds which 
may be cheaply and readily eradi- 
cated if caught in time. Once they 
are well established it may cost more 
than the land is worth to get rid of 
them.
